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GENERAL COMMENTS 


In the March 1948 Town meeting authorization 
was given to reduce and refund the $12,229.72 net debt 
of the Town as of December 31, 1947, by an appro- 


priation of $2,229.72 and issuance of $10,000.00 in long 
term notes payable $2,000.00 per annum for five years. 
The long term notes were actually negotiated in Janu- 
ary, 1949, but the proceeds thereof were included in 
the receipts for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


Accounts of Selectmen and Treasurer: 


The Selectmen should adopt the use of the Receipts 
sheets of the Class ‘‘A’”’ Selectmen’s Register. The 
Expenditures sheets only are now being used. 


The current practice whereby the Selectmen pre- 
pare a Town Receipt form, to be signed by the recipient 
of each town clerk issued, could be dispensed with in 
all instances where such expenditure is supported by 
a payroll, invoice, expense account, or other evidence 
of liability sufficient to warrant payment of the ac- 
count. 


The Selectmen should make certain that the total 
of individual items as contained in the Tax Collector’s 
warrant equals the amount of commitment as specified 
and sworn to in the preface of the warrant. Errors 
of assessment discovered after commitment of the 
warrant should be corrected only by properly author- 
ized abatements or by the proper commitment of 
added taxes. 


The Selectmen should immediately draw up and 
keep a card record of Tax Deeded Property, which 
the Town has acquired. This card record should indi- 
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cate, in connection with each piece of property so ac- 
quired, the following information: 


1. Total taxes, interest and costs to date of deed. 

2. All costs subsequent to taking of deed, such 
as any repairs, insurance, etc. 

3. Memo record of assessed valuation. 


This record of the cost to the Town of each such 
property is necessary as a basis for determining the 
re-sale price. 


It was noted that the Treasurer signs Town order- 
checks in blank before they are actually issued by the 
Selectmen. It is recommended that this practice be 
discontinued and that the Treasurer countersign Town 
order-checks only after actual issuance by the Select- 
men. 


As a result of the prior signing of checks by the 
Treasurer, entries have not been made in the Treas- 
urer’s cash book until after the checks are paid and 
returned by the bank. Consequently, without a com- 
plete record of expenditures, at no time is the Treasurer 
able to ascertain the actual cash balance of the Town. 
Under the recommended procedure the Treasurer would 
enter each check immediately after counter-signing, 
resulting in a complete recording of expenditures and 
making it possible for the Treasurer to be able, at 
all times, to correctly compute the Town’s cash balance. 


Accounts of the Collector: 


Certain improvements in procedure have been 
recommended to, and will be adopted by the Tax Col- 
lector. These are as follows: 


1 Use of the loose leaf columnar form of collec- 
tor’s cash book which provides for the segre- 
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gation of collections on account of taxes, inter- 
est and redemptions. 

2 The Collector posts interest collected in the 
“interest” column of the warrant book and 
properly remits interest collections to the 
Treasurer. However, the amount of interest 
so recorded should be added to the amount of 
tax and the total of both items carried out in 
the ‘“‘totat] amount collected” column. 

3 The proper method of accounting relative to 
fees and costs in connection with tax sales 
was discussed with the Collector. 


Trustees of Trust Funds: 


We examined, at the offices of the Rochester 
Trust Company, on October 30, 1949, all securities © 
and bank pass books indicated as representing Trust 
Funds in the custody of the Trustees as of December 
31, 1948, per Statement of Investments (Exhibit J). 
The Trustees have followed a practice of depositing 
in a Savings Account in the Wolfeboro National Bank, 
the unexpended balance of income earned each year 
on Cemetery and other funds. As the amount thus on 
deposit earns interest, which has never been allocated 
to individual funds, the total of Investments examined 
by us, $20,505.23, exceeded by $213.95 the total of 
Trust Fund Principal and balance of Income--$20,291.38 
as indicated in the 1948 Town report. We have 
assumed that this $213.95 excess represents an accu- 
mulation of interest earned on Unexpended income 
and have so indicated it in Exhibit J. 


Cenclusion: 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, provides that this report or a summary

REPORT OF THE AUDIT 
OF THE TOWN OF WAKEFIELD, N. H. 


The books and records of the Town Clerk, The 
Town Treasurer, and the Trustee of the Trust Funds 
were examined and found correct. 


The records of the Tax Collector were examined 
and found to be correct, except that the record of the 
Tax Sales Accounts, which to date, have been unavail- 
able to this auditor, have not been examined, and the 
Uncollected Lists have not been verified due to the 
lack of the specified forms. 


The records of the Selectmen were examined and 
found to be correct with the following exceptions: — 
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The Town Meeting of March, 1949, authorized 
the three selectmen an aggregate salary of $650 for 
their services as Selectmen, Assessors, and Overseers 
of the Poor. In addition the Town Meeting authorized 
the Town Officers an over-all total of $400 for personal 
expenses arising from the execution of their duties. 
As shown above, the Selectmen collected their salaries 
per Vouchers numbered 2141, 2906, 2907, and 2908. 
In addition the Selectmen collected expense money as 
per vouchers 2139, 2208, 2878, 2935, 2936, and 2937. 


In as much as the Selectmen did collect their 
salaries and expenses as authorized, they are not 
authorized to collect from the Town additional sums 
for the work done in the execution of their duties as 
Selectmen, Assessors, or Overseers of the Poor. 


The Basis for this finding is the Court Ruling as 
printed in the pamphlet “Statutes Relating To 
Taxation” printed by the New Hampshire State Tax 
Commission. 


“A selectman, by accepting his office and 
performing its duties, with knowledge of and 
without objecting to the price which the town 
has voted to pay for selectmen’s services, 
makes a valid contract to accept that price in 
full payment. 

58-279.” 


On this basis the vouchers shown above numbered 
2934, 2933, 2182, 2140, 2909, 2910, and 2911 are 
unauthorized expenditures of Town Funds.

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GAFNEY LIBRARY

A year ago the report of the Gafney Library 
expressed pride in the high circulation figure for 1948, 
which was 3350. This number of books circulated 
by the Library within a twelve month period set a 
new record and reflected the steadily increasing use 
of the facilities. In 1949 the increase in the use of 
the Library continued and the circulation for the year 
rose to 4527 — an increase of more than 35% over 
the 1948 circulation ! 


This evidence of interest by the people of the 
Carroll County, for whom the Library is operated in 
accordance with the Trust established under the will 
of the late Charles B. Gafney, is viewed by the staff 
and by the trustees as a popular endorsement of the 
operating policies of the institution. AS a conse- 
quence efforts will be redoubled to provide the very 
best possible library service within the limitations of 
the budget. 


The circulation figures by departments are as 
follows: 


Fiction 3336 
Non-fiction 619 
Juvenile 572 


Just prior to the start of the summer season the 
book-mobile service of the State Library discontinued 
supplying adult fiction. It was feared that this 
curtailment might have a serious effect upon our 
circulation but, though the service has been missed, 
our circulation has climbed steadily in spite of the loss. 
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We were all saddened during the year by the 
passing of Mr. Albert O. Robinson, who had served 
long and well as a trustee. Mr. Robinson always 
took a close personal interest in the work of our 
Library and his advice and help were of great value. 
He will be missed. 


To fill the vacancy on the Board of Trustees, Mr. 
Alden N. Young of Sanbornville was appointed. Mr. 
Young is well known as a public spirited citizen and 
he brings to the service of the Library outstanding 
talents whcih will be valuable. 


MEMORIAL GIFTS 


The opportunity offered by the Gafney Library 
to relatives and friends of deceased persons to establish 
useful and lastine memorials in their names has been 
of wide interest. This type of memorial, whereby 
funds are provided for the procurement of books of 
lasting value in the name of departed ones has a 
special appeal. Our Library was established in 
Sanbornville with such a fund honoring the name of 
Charles B. Gafney. A major fund which has con- 
tributed materially to the welfare of the Library year 
after year since 1928 is the Eleanor Rogers Brown 
Memorial Fund. This year our Library acquired 
a much needed encyclopedia for young people from 
the William N. Rogers Memorial Fund. Our Library 
has many urgent needs for up-to-date items involving 
substantial investments which cannot be met out of 
current operating funds. Such needs include a new 
adult encyclopedia, a modern unabridged dictionary, 
histories, scientific texts and other reference books. 
It is believed that no finer tribute could be paid to

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FOREST FIRES — OUR MOST SHAMEFUL WASTE 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are 
careless with it. This is particularly true of fires in 
and near woodlands. Official figures show that more 
than 98 percent of all forest fires result from human 
carlessness and can be prevented. Consequently, we 
may say “Forest Fires are our most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their 
effects far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw 
products of the forests, the protection forests provide 
for game and the supply of ground water. They upset 
local economies by drawing men from gainful employ- 
ment and requiring the expenditure of public funds 
to extinguish them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job 
in keeping the size of fires small but the number of 
fires is increasing. In 1949 there were 100 more fires 
in New Hampshire than in 1948, but they burned 500 
acres less. For the warden and his deputies to do the 
job they are capable of, they must have the cooper- 
ation of the public — YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is 
PREVENTION — fire stoppage. This is the goal to- 
ward which your local forest fire warden and his 
deputies are constantly working. It can be achieved 
ONLY if YOU and YOU cooperate with them. It is 
worth YOUR effort and can be accomplished by: ~ 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, 
being particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the 
warden when the ground is not covered with snow. 
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3. Insisting that others be careful and comply 
with burning requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is de- 
tected and aiding him to extinguish it. 


Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and elimi- 
nate our most shameful waste.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Wakefield: 


Teachers in the Wakefield Schools for the year 
1948-1949 were: — Sanbornville Primary School — 
Miss Abbie F. Tuttle, grades 1 and 2; Miss Fiora P. 


Brackett, grades 3 and 4; Sanbornville Grammar 
School — Miss Frances Nye, grades 5 and 6; Mr. Walter 
E. Brasier, grades 7 and 8; Union School — Mrs. 
Florence Gerrish, grades 1 to 4, and Mrs. Helen Abbott, 
grades 5to 8. Wakefield is fortunate to have such a 
competent teaching staff. The high quality of their 
work and their devotion to the welfare of the pupils 
in their care deserve high commendation. 


During the year graduates of Wakefield Schools 
attended high schools as follows: — Spaulding High 
School 27, Nute High School 12, Brewster Academy 4, 
Kennett High School, Conway 1, a total of 44 tuition 
pupils. At the beginning of the current year regis- 
tration of Wakefield pupils in these secondary schools 
was as follows: — Spaulding High School 34, Nute 
High School 12, Brewster Academy 4, Kennett High 
School 1, a total of 51. The increasing numbers of 
tuition pupils plus the marked increase in the cost of 
tuition per pupil is one of the major factors causing 
the mounting total of the school budget. Cost of 
tuition per pupil this year averages over $150.00. By 
an act passed in the last session of the General Court, 
school districts are permitted to charge a rate of tuition 
representing the full cost. The state average cost per 
high school pupil for 1948-1949 was $278.76. From 
this it is apparent that the districts attended by your 
high school pupils are, to say the least, fair in their 
tuition charges. Further rate increases, however, 
may be expected next year. 
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In the superintendent’s report of 1947-1948 
attention was called to the increasing enrollment in 
the lower grades which will continue for the next five 
or six years. Census returns indicate the probability 
that additional room and additional teachers will be 
necessary. It is urgent that the citizens be aware of 
this and make preparation for adequate ccommodations 
and staff. 


Again I wish to emphasize the very valuable 
service that can be rendered by a Parent-Teachers’ 
Association. This organization is serving very 
effectively in many communities throughout the 
country. Your teachers and superintendent will assist 
in every way possible in the formation of such a group, 
but the initiative must come from the parents. 


Mrs. Ruth Anderson of Union began service as 
School Nurse in September, 1948. Mrs. Anderson is 
a graduate nurse and has had experience in a children’s 
hospital, which makes her especially well prepared for 
the duties of school nurse. The effectiveness of her 
work has proved her to be a fine addition to our staff. 


The continued cooperation of members of the 
School Board, teachers, parents, and pupils is warmly 
appreciated.
